According to information re¬ 
ceived by government officials 
here, there is every prospect that 
the United States Congress will 
refuse to remove the present 
revenue tax of $1.50 per 1,000 feet 
an Canadian lumber moying Into 
the United States. 

Canada had confidently ex¬ 
pected this tax woq^d disappear at 
the first of June. an<*that was the 
intent of the treaty. But in the 
last-few months American lum¬ 
ber interests have waged a 
powerful campaign in Washing¬ 
ton to keep out B.C. lumber by 
m a intenance-of-the- m e m se-tarr 
j The latest word here is that they 
| are very likely to win. 

SEEKING TAX REMOVAL 

If the revenue tax is not re¬ 
moved American lumber does not 
secure the removal of tariffs 
against it in the British market. 

| The re-entry of American lumber 
I into the United Kingdom on a 
: large scale is made contingent in 
1 t he treaty o n the removal of the 
revenue tax. 

Canadian lumbermen believe, 
j however, that there is far more 
i to .be gained by the removal of 
the revenue tax and the reopen 
ing of the American market than 
I will be lost by the partial reopen 
ing of the British market to 
American lumber.

ROME (AP)—Richard Mowrer, 
Rome correspondent of the Chi¬ 
cago Dally News for leas than 
four months, was ordered today 
to leave Italy because of govern¬ 
ment disapproval of hls dis¬ 
patches.

The. llnifed Stales embassy 
made inquiries in- Mowrer'* be¬ 
half and succeeded in obtaining a 
one-week extension of the expul¬ 
sion order. 

He is the second Chicago Daily 
News correspondent to be ex¬ 
pelled from Italy within six 
months.

hls dispatches were “unfriendly."
